High court 
to review 
EPA powers 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) —• The Supreme 
.Court today agreed to review the powers 
of the Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency to regulate waste discharges into 
the nation’s rivers and streams. 
Eight major chemical companies 
challenged E P A ’s authority to set max­ 
imum levels of discharge for sulphuric 
acid plants They argued that the agency 
could issue only broad guidelines — not 
the kind of specific nationwide max­ 
imum tolerance standards that have 
been laid down by E P A administrator 
Russell Train 
Other issues include whether U S dis­ 
trict courts or courts of appeal should 
review EPA regulations 
In a case involving air pollution, the 
court rejected without comment claims 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
private power companies that federal 
law permits use of cheaper but less ef­ 
fective means of cutting down sulfur 
dioxide emissions 
The justices also ruled in a brief order 
that auto manufacturers have no con­ 
stitutional 
right 
to challenge safety 
recall orders without risk of fines 
The Ford Motor Co had argued that a 
1966 law improperly permits an auto­ 
maker to be fined while merely exercis­ 
ing his privilege to appeal a fine to court 
Hut a lower court said a company can 
avoid this situation by bringing a

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Gross 
National Product soared 7 5 per cent 
after adjustment for inflation in the first 
quarter of 1976 for its broadest show of 
strength since the recession ended last 
April, the Commerce Department 
reported today. 
The increase was well above most 
predictions, which had anticipated only 
minor improvement from the revised 5 
per cent rise in the last three months of 
1975 
The Commerce Department said the 
real GNP. which is adjusted to reduce 
the impact of inflation, was estimated at 
an annual rate of $1 238 trillion in the 
first three months of 1976, up from $1 216 
trillion in the final quarter of 1975 
For the first time, the value of the 
G N P exceeded the level it had attained 
before the recession began with the Arab 
oil embargo in the winter of 1974 G N P 
was estimated at $1 233 trillion at the end 
of 1973, 
There were two primary factors for 
the surprisingly large gain 
a swell in 
inventories — sale-ready goods held in 
reserve by merchants, wholesalers and 
manufacturers — and the lowest infla­ 
tion rate in 31 a years 
“ Half of the growth came from inven­ 
tory investment, which increased sharp­ 
ly after holding steady in the fourth 
quarter," Commerce said 
The G N P inflation rate, which 
measures prices paid at all levels of 
trading from wholesale to final consump­ 
tion, was estimated at 3.7 per cent It 
was 6 8 per cent in the previous quarter 
G N P before adjustment for inflation 
was estimated at $1,616 trillion, up 11.5 
per cent from the $1 573 trillion rate in 
the previous quarter 
For the first time since the recession 
ended last April, all categories of the 
GNP both before and after adjustment 


tor inflation increased In the previous 
three quarters various sectors had either 
risen or fallen, primarily inventories. 
All the data when gathered together in 
one measure is known as the Gross 
National Product, the broadest measure 
of the nation's economic activity. Com­ 
merce today releases the first G N P 
report for 1976 
The G N P in January, February and 
March continued a strong, steady in­ 
crease 
the reverse of the first quarter 
of last year when it was moving down in 
the final months of the worst recession of 
the post World War ll era 
C N P is the government's means of es- 
timatmg the value, in dollars, of 
everything the nation produces. This in­ 
cludes manufactured goods like cars and 
refrigerators, 
processed goods like 
cheese and frozen foods, mined goods 
such as coal, generated goods like 
electricity and serv ices such as medical 
care insurance and dry cleaning. 
Industrial production, which accounts 
for the segment of G N P that includes 
mines factories and utilities, by March 
had climbed to the highest level in 16 
months 
Personal income of Americans in­ 
creased to $1 33 trillion and the number 
of people with jobs is the highest ever 
despite a 7 5 per cent unemployment 
rate Since consumer spending accounts 
for about two-thirds of GNP, this com­ 
bination of events has given a strong 
Ixxist to the economic caliber. 
When G N P increased 4 9 per cent in 
the final three months of 1975, the only 
negative factors were housing and inven­ 
tories 
goods that are produced in sur­ 
plus for future sales 
Housing starts jumped a record 27 per 
cent in February while inventories in­

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FBI sharpshooter 
slays hijacker 


THE BETTER HALF

D EN V ER (U P I) - F B I 
sharpshooters today shot and 
killed a hijacker holding two 
hostages at gunpoint when he 
sw itched 
from a com ­ 
mandeered light plane to a jet 
for a flight to Mexico City. 
The hijacker, Roger Lentz, 
commandeered the plane in 
Grand Island, Neb 
He was 
killed by agents as he stepped 
inside the passenger cabin of a 
Convair 990 at Stapleton inter­ 
national Airport 
Neither hostage pilot Robert 
Blair of Grand Island, nor 
mechanic Harlan Hillers were 
injured They preceded Lentz 
into the Convair owned by 
Travel Club and stepped out of 
the line of fire 
FBI spokesman Ted Rosack 
said Lentz was a native of 
Marquette, Neb, and had a 
Nebraska criminal record 
Rosack would not say how 
often Lentz, 31, was shot but 
said “ there were quite a few 
gunshot wounds ’ Club director 
Larry Turrill said he was told 
Lentz “ was shot about six 
times The body ended up in the 
center aisle,” 
Lentz hijacked the small 
plane about 6 p m EST Fifteen 
minutes before its arrival at 
Stapleton the hijacker radioed a 
demand for a jet 
After the 
plane landed, Lentz sat inside 


the craft and talked by radio for 
two hours demanding a United 
Airlines jet. 
United refused and Lentz 
ordered the plane to circle the 
airport for hours The FBI said 
Gov Richard Lamm helped to 
negotiate with Lentz and at one 
point offered aDC-8 trainer 
Lentz said he preferred the 
Travel Club jet because it had a 
longer range. 
While circling, Lentz was in 
constant contact with the 
ground 
“ You’ve got to get that plane 
here,” he said “ You’ve just got 
to get that plane here. I ve 
waited all day for the plane and 
I m not waiting any longer 
“ I might as well nose this 
thing into the ground ’’ 
During the transfer to the 
Convair, Lentz pointed his 
pistol at one of the hostages 
walking ahead of him 
“ You see this, you see this,” 
he said “ It’s a gun and it s 
right at the back of his head, if 
anyone budges, it is going to go 
off ’ 
The hijacker's brother, Larry 
Lentz, was flown from Nebras­ 
ka to talk the hijacker into sur­ 
rendering but Roger Lentz 
refused to speak with him. "Die 
brother said Roger had threat 
ened suicide and was despond­ 
ent about marital problems

Rains give new hope 
for U.S. farmers 


United Press International 
Much of the drought-stricken 
winter wheat crop already was 
gone, but weekend rains over 
the nation s dry Southwest 
elevated farmers’ hopes for 
recovery of some of their losses 
by planting other crops 
The drought began last sum­ 
mer and has been spreading in 
recent weeks 
More rain is 
needed and farmers hope with 
additional showers they can 
plant grain sorghum for feeding 
cattle. 
Merle Stoops, 70, a retired 
farmer near Hugoton, Kan , 
said the weekend rain was of 
some benefit “ It was pretty 
nice,” Stoops said 
“ It will 
salvage some of the wheat, but 
most of it is already gone.” 
He said he knew of only one 
farmer in his area whose wheat 
might be saved “ I can’t think 
of anyone else around here that 
has any wheat left 
An area centered in the 
southwest comer of Kansas and 
extending into Colorado, Ok­ 
lahoma. Texas and New Mexico 
still was plagued by the 
drought 
Dry conditions also 
continued in the Dakotas and 
Nebraska and portions of 


western Missouri. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice reported the period from 
August. 1975 through February, 
1976 was the driest seven con­ 
secutive months on record in 
the Dallas-Fort Worth area 
The Cimarron River, which 
begins in Northern New Mexico 
and meanders across the 
Oklahoma Panhandle, south­ 
west Kansas and back down 
into Central Oklahoma, has 
been dry so long the riverbed 
has developed huge cracks in 
some areas 
A recent Agriculture Depart­ 
ment special report estimated 
1976 production in Kansas. 
Oklahoma. New Mexico, Texas 
and Colorado at 521.7 million 
bushels, 1816 million fewer 
than last year 
The National Association of 
Wheat Growers said production 
could be 250 million bushels 
below the “ unusually good’ 
1975 crop and 73 million bushels 
below average However, it ad­ 
ded that the 1976 harvest, 
coupled with reserves from last 
year, will be large enough to 
meet all domestic and export 
needs and grocery prices should 
not increase 


Souris River crests but 
still threatens dikes 


MINOT N D (U P I» - The 
flooding Souris River fell slow­ 
ly today from its record Easter 
crest but continued to threaten 
dikes protecting the evacuated 
central area of Minot 
Mayor Chester Reiten said 
Minot’s 13 000 evacuees proba­ 
bly can’t return to their homes 
until next weekend 
The urge is to move back in 
now M Reiten said, “ but a dike 
failure could flood them with IO 
or 12 feet of water ** 
The river crested early Sun­ 
day at 15 56 feet - about seven 
feet above flood stage. The 
crest came about a halfday 
earlier than expected and was 
about a foot less than an­ 
ticipated 
The city of 32,000. flooded 
almost annually since the spr­ 
ing of I960 kept up the round 
the-clock patrols on its IO-to-20 
foot clay dikes, looking for 
weak spots 
The mayor said the evacuat­ 
ed third of the city along the 
river - 4 200 empty homes two 
shopping centers. IOO stores, six 
schools and IO churches 
probably will come back to life 
Friday and Saturday 
Several hundred persons still 
were flooded out of their homes 
just east of Minot and 22 miles 


downstream at Velva. 1,200 of 
3.600 residents were evacuated, 
waiting for a crest today 
County agents estimated that 
flood waters covered more than 
400 OOO acres of farm land in the 
Souris V a lle y in W ard, 
McHenry. Renville and Bot­ 
tineau counties 
The river isn t expected to 
fall below flood level until early 
May. 
Hundreds of workers — truck 
andfiulldozer drivers, sandbag­ 
gers aged IO years and up. and 
others - got some rest after 
the week-long battle 
But Mayor Reiten said a big 
job remains 
He estimated the U S Army 
Corps of Engineers has spent 
more than 83 million putting up 
dikes this spring — on top of 16 
million spent building dikes in 
1969 - and the city has spent 
about ll million this year. 
It probably wilt take another 
$2 million to fix things.” he 
said 
“ We ll have to take down the 
dikes around schools and other 
backup dikes 
We ll need to 
repair the storm sewers Some 
of them blew up from water 
pressure And the streets were 
beaten up something awful by 
the 300 dump trucks ’ 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo T 
Mc­ 
Carthy today planned to in­ 
troduced legislation to in­ 
crease the terms of assembly­ 
men from two to four years 
Returning from a one-week 
recess celebrating Easter and 
Passover, the Assembly sche­ 
duled a hearing on a Brown ad­ 
ministration bill to deal with 
the runaway cost of medical 
malpractice insurance 
McCarthy’s 
constitutional 
amendment, which needs voter 
approval, is designed to free as­ 
semblymen, who run every two 
years, from the continuous task 
of raising money for their re- 
election campaigns 
Senate 
elections are every four years 
A spokesman for McCarthy 
indicated that the ballot propo­ 
sition has a good chance of win­ 
ning legislative approval. It 
requires a two-thirds vote in 
both houses before it can be 
placed on the ballot The Mc­ 
Carthy aide said it has bi­ 
partisan support in the Assem­ 
bly and has won the initial ap­ 
proval of the Senate Rules Com­ 
mittee 
The measure would require 
that the two assemblymen and 
one senator from each district 
run for election at the same 
time every four years 
M cCarthy believes, ac­ 
cording to his spokesman, that 
the measure could reduce the 
“ tremendous amount of time 
and money” required in the 
election campaigns every two 
years It is estimated that 89 
million was spent in assembly 
races in 1974 
Gov Edmund G Brown Jr s 
medical malpractice insurance 
reform bill will be the subject 
of a special hearing Wednesday 
before the Assembly Health 
Committee 
The bill (AB2939), carried by 
Assem blym an 
How ard 
Berm an, D-Beverly H ills, 
would create a state-operated, 
doctor-financed malpractice in­ 
surance fund.

crowd of strollers who mill up

Day finery displayed in the past 
and in movies, the crowd that 
jammed the fashionable avenue 
was mostly clad in denim jeans. 
Hawkers did a brisk business 
in flowers, balloons and pret­ 
zels,

The three men. riding motor­ 
cycles, were killed Sunday on 
the road between Fort Victoria 
and the Beit Bridge border 
post Police closed the road to 
all tra ffic today, set up 
roadblocks and brought in 
helicopters and tracker patrols 
to search for the attackers 
The road had been used by 
thousands of holiday motorists 
traveling between Rhodesia 
and South Africa during the 
Feaster weekend 
The statement said the 
guerrillas also detonated an 
“ explosive device” on the 
Rutenga rail link with South 
Africa damaging the rails and 
some trucks It gave no further 
details 
The guerrillas had stopped 
three cars on the Fort Victoria* 
Belt bridge road at dusk Sunday 
and were robbing the occupants 
when the motorcyc le party ap­ 
proached. the statement said 
The raiders opened fire on 
them, killing three men and in­ 
juring their woman compan­ 
ion At the same time another 
car approached and the driver, 
who was armed, shot at the

Prison population heaviest 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
More men and women are in 
state and federal prisons than 
ever before, partly because the 
post World War II "baby boom” 
produced a bumper crop of 
youthful criminals 
A survey by Corrections 
Magazine, published by a com 
mission of the American Bar 
Association, shows there were 
249,716 persons in prisons as of 
Jan 1 — 10 per cent more than 
a year earlier The figure does 
not include those in local and 
county jails. 
One result of the prison pop­ 
ulation explosion is over­ 
crowding. the magazine said 
“ Many administrators have 
been caught short of space and 
staff In different states, the 
prisoners have been forced to 
sleep on floors, in shower 
rooms and on ledges above 
to ile t s ,” the magazine 
reported 


While overcrowding is not a 
new problem, some states 
report the current situation is 
worse than ever before." it 
said 
More than half the prison in­ 
mates were under 30, causing 
experts interviewed by the 
magazine to put some of the 
blame for rising prison popula­ 
tions on the post-war baby 
boom Others said high unem­ 
ployment and a renewed 
emphasis on punishment rather 
than rehabilitation brought the 
increase. 
In the late 1960s prison pop­ 
ulations declined to a low of 
188.(KH) despite rising crime 
rates. Crim inal justice 
administrators were ex­ 
perim enting 
with 
new 
rehabilitation programs that 
often resulted in work-release, 
use of halfway houses or early 
parole. 
Lloyd Ohilin, a Harvard 


criminology professor, told the 
magazine “ what we’re seeing is 
a massive counterattack” 
against programs putting of­ 
fenders back on the streets 
quickly

District Thursday at 8 p.m. at 
the Solvang Municipal Center.

Baseball's no 
gold mine for 
average player

NEW YORK (U PI > 
In its upcoming issue Time Magazi 
ne’s cover story on baseball claims most traditionalists feel 
Joe DiMaggio would never have played out his option 
“ Sure I would have been tempted to play out my option,” 
DiMaggio told the magazine “ After my fourth season I 
asked for 143.000 and general manager Ed Barrow told me, 
'Young man. do you realize law Gehrig, a 16-year man, is 
playing for only $44,000v I said. Mr Barrow, there is only 
one answer to that 
Mr Gehrig is terribly underpaid ’ 
“ And then there was the season I hit in 56 straight games 
<1941) When I came in to talk contract. I was offered a 
$5,000 cut ” 
Traditionally, the fans never have been warm supporters 
of management, but in a survey taken by a major eastern 
newspaper during the deadlock which kept the training 
camps closed last month, the fans sided heavily with 
management against the players. 
Bill Freehan. the Detroit Tigers* veteran catcher, be­ 
lieves the media is largely to blame for the change in the 
ballplayer’s image This is his opinion, of course, not mine, 
and he says whenever a player signs for $200,000 the fact is 
carried in big headlines, but whenever a player signs for 
$20,000, it is barely mentioned 
Freehan has been with the Tigers 13'a seasons He has 


been picked on ll American League All-Star teams and he 
has played in one World Series, so that takes him out of the 
"average player" class right there 
He received a bonus of better than $100,000 to sign in 1961 
and makes somewhere around $90,000 a year with them now. 
There s nothing average about that either 
“ If we re talking about the 'average player, he's a guy 
with four-five years in the league, maybe 25 or 26 years old, 
and he’s making between $25,000 and $30,000,’ says Freehan. 
“ Let s say for the sake of example he s got a home in 
Oklahoma and he’s with this club He brings his family to 
spring training and leases an apartment for about $150 a 
week With the allowance money he gets in spring training, 
he just about breaks even 
When the club goes north" he has to take an apartment for 
himself and his family in Detroit The best he can get is a 
six month lease for no less than $300 a month That's unfur­ 
nished He has to lease the furniture, too 
’ I d say the average player’ probably has between $2,000 
and $5,000 in his bank account and I could be a little high 
there It all depends if he has an off season job or if he plays 
winter ball His wife has to be both mother and father to 
their kids on all the road trips Every ballplayer is gone half 
th#' time from the first of March to the first of October 


“ Now we come to the tough part, the part when he can’t 
play anymore and he’s all through," Freehan goes on. 
“ Say he’s 32. Thirty-five is well beyond average.’ If he 
was a journalist, a teacher or an electrician, he would be 
right in the middle of his most productive years But he’s a 
ballplayer and he’s all finished, so he has to find a new way 
of making a living for himself and his family. During the 
time he has been playing baseball, his kids developed a bad 
habit They liked to eat.” 
Bill Freehan isn’t the only ballplayer who talks like this. 
Others do, too Others like Tom Seaver, Lou Brock, Ed 
Kranepool and Ken Holtzman all talk the same way and they 
all make good money 
All this anxiety by the higher-salaried stars for the little 
guy is commendable, except for one thing I don’t quite un­ 
derstand 
If there is so much genuine concern for the little guy, I 
mean the real little guy, how come I ve yet to hear any 
major leaguer ever propose any pension or improvement at 
all for the minor leaguers, those truly forgotten souls of 
baseball. 
They’re baseball players, too, aren t they’ 
Or don’t they count because they have nobody to speak for 
them’’

sion of Harrah’s Club at Stateline which when completed will 
include hotel towers containing 540 rooms ” 
The newspaper said that Richard M Heikka, executive 
director of the bi state agency, "acknowledges going on the 
junket along with the elected sheriff and district attorney of 
Douglas County, which is on the Nevada side of Lake Tahoe,

The Sun received an undated 
special delivery letter from 
Blevins Saturday, postmarked 
Fort Mill, SC. On that same 
day, the Chicago Tribune 
reported receiving a phone call 
from the Clearwater stock­ 
broker 


In the letter. Blevins said, 
“ I ve done wrong and I know it, 
but answering to the law is not 
nearly as frightening to me as 
what will happen if I am found 
by the people I know 


“ Please contact my wife and 
assist her I ve told her I would 
go to the police for help and 
she s more concerned for me 
than for herself 
“ I don’t know what to say or 
ask, but would you please make 
some sort of effort to protect 
my wife and family from the 
pressure of these people 
Mrs Blevins, hospitalized for 
traffic injuries complicated by 
a virus infection, identified the 
handwriting in the letter as that 
of her 32-year-old husband She 
wept when she read the con­ 
tents but declined comment 
* 
Blevins, a broker for Merrill, 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and 
Smith, left Clearwater March 
22 and has not been se^p since 
he vanished from Chicago s 
Palmer House hotel 
The Tribune said Blevins told 
its reporters in two telephone 
conversations he had posed as 
his brother-in-law and iden 
tified the body of a former 
Navy diver as his own to avoid 
facing a Tampa underworld 


figure 
The Tribune said Blevins 
claimed he had gone to Chicago 
with $25,000 of his own money 
and an equal sum belonging to 
the gangster — whom he iden­ 
tified only as “ The Man — to 
buy $350,000 worth of negotiable 
stolen securities* But Blevins 
said the two sellers took the 
$50,000 and refused to turn over 
the securities 
“ I got scared then of the peo­

Kissinger vs. the world 


In a move exhibiting un­ 
abashed 
nationalistic 
ego, 
Henry Kissinger last week 
threatened 
our 
European 
a l lie s with a damaged 
relationship with the U.S. 
were any of those allies to give 
communists within their 
governments too much power 
Suggesting the communist 
parties of Europe are only now 
seeking respectability, Henry 
went 
on to say Americans 
would not accept a close and 
confidential relationship with 
a government in which com­ 
munists had been given too 
major a part to play in govern­ 
ing. 
It may indeed be unfor­ 
tunate for the U.S. that we are 
not the only nation on this 
earth which holds periodic 
national elections. Likewise, 
when a sizeable number of 
persons representing a given 
p o l i t i c a l 
f a c t i o n 
and 
philosophy are elected to 
governmental offices, it would 
be very difficult for any ad­ 
ministration to deny their 
right to govern. And isn t that 
exactly what Kissinger, and 
presumably our own duly ap­ 
pointed Ford Administration 
is attempting to do? How can 
we ask other nations to give up 
that which we would never 
consider c o m p ro m is in g 
ourselves? 
We can imagine the uproar 
within this country were 
England or ( anada to suggest 


that if Republicans were given 
any degree of power that those 
nations would not do business 
with us. 
The fact that Mr. Kissinger 
is railing against communists 
in European capitols is really 
beside the point. The real 
danger here, as we see it, is 
that while it is the European 
communist in government of 
whom Kissinger is d is­ 
trustful this year, if the U.S. is 
allowed to coerce the function 
of other governments, what 
will be the hook by which we 
do the same thing again next 
year, or the year after? 
In Chile, Salvador Allende 
was elected by his people, and 
he was a communist Because 
he was a communist, irrespec­ 
tive of how he came to be the 
president of Chile, the U.S. 
was more than a little in­ 
strumental in his demise, both 
politically and physically. In 
effect, we re trying to do the 
same thing all over again 
here, only this time more 
overtly and in Europe The end 
remains the same ... too much 
U.S. involvement in govern­ 
ments not our own. 
It seems to be a changing 
world out there, Mr. K. The 
reds are gaining on us all 
around the world and our 
threats just don t seem to be 
working any more. Maybe you 
should return to your bag of 
tricks and try something new 
... just for a change?

WASHINGTON — America s only 
remaining space spectacular, the $6 2 
billion space shuttle, might literally 
come apart at the seams For the nuts, 
screws and threaded studs that hold it 
together may be unsafe 
This is n ’t the scare talk of 
economizers who want to scuttle the 
shuttle; rather, it is 
the grave opinion of 
engineers whose jobs 
depend on the project 
Their warnings are 
supported 
moveover. 
by actual film s of 
screw fa ilu re s on 
launch pads. Like the 
classic fable of the 
battle that was lost for 
want of a nail, there is 
real danger that future 
spaceship could be lost 
for want of a screw 
* 
As early as April 1973, there were 
secret discussions at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) about the menace of substan­ 
dard screws The report of one meeting 
tells of official fears that the weak 
fasteners might result in loose joints 
which could cause the equipment to pull 
apart at launch or in space 
The problem, officials suggested, was 
that the manufacturing standards were 
too low, But any change in standards 
would require the nut-and-bnlt factories 
to retool at tremendous cost The in­ 
dustry. therefore, has been lobbying 
against changing the standards 
A method of testing individual screw 
and nut threads was developed by 
Johnson Gage, a Bloomfield. Conn . 
firm. which sent NASA its assessment of 
the problem in July 1973 
In blunt 
language, the firm warned NASA con­ 
fidentially that the standards for the 
spare shuttle fasteners “ provide for a 
loophole that allows (NASA to> accept 
outright junk." 
Computer tests of the screw threads, 
meanwhile, revealed that millions worth 
of faulty threads had reached Rockwell 
International, the principal space shuttle 
contractor, as a result of the low stan­ 
dards It was feared some of the inferior 
screws had found their way into the 
space shuttle equipment 
The m inutes of a m eeting at 
Rockwell’s Canoga Park. Calif , facility 
show that the company engineers were 
worried about the fasteners ‘ The stan­ 
dards as currently written.” stated the 
minutes, "are weak and ineffectual ** 
Although Rockwell’s own fasteners 
were generally excellent, the company 
bought fasteners from outside suppliers 
and could not control "the quality of 
6 OOO vendors in 47 states " the minutes 
added 
A rocket similar to those used for the 
space shuttle was filmed by high-speed 
cameras around the launch pad 
The 
precision films showed parts of the pad 
actually coming apart because the 
fasteners didn t hold 


Still, the aerospace industry fought to 
keep the faulty standards rather than 
spend the estimated $120 million it would 
cost to retool. Johnson Gage experts, 
meanwhile, have warned the Pentagon 
that the military has no means “ to 
detect or reject outright junk " 
Ender the present method of testing 
threads, the military may wind up with 
"everything from Tiffany's jewelry to 
garbage." according to one memo. The 
military is in danger, wrote Johnson 
Gage of becoming a "dumping ground 
for the more than ample supply of 
deviant threads ” 
Other industries are also alarmed over 
loose screws 
D etroit’s Big Three 
automakers, for example, have taken the 
first steps to improve the safety of 
screws They were spurred into action by 
a study, which showed 1.200 automobile 
crashes in a single state had been caused 
by loose threads. 
Nevertheless, the American National 
Standards 
Institute, 
an industry-

dominated group, has managed to block 
every move for tighter standards

CIA IN FO RM A N T: 
The Central 
Intelligence Agency, as we have 
reported in the past, knew more than it 
told the Warren Commission about the 
late President John F Kennedy’s ac­ 
cused assassin. Lee Harvey Oswald. 
We have now seen a secret CIA memo 
which reveals that two people linked 
with Oswald were CIA informants. One 
was Clay Shaw, the hapless victim of 
New Orleans District Attorney Jim 
Garrison's probe of the Kennedy assas­ 
sination 


The other was Dr Carlos Bringuier, a 
fiery anti-Castro Cuban refugee, who 
debated Oswald in New Orleans in 
August 1963, three months before the as­ 


sassination. 
The secret memo, written by former 
CIA security director Howard Osborn on 
May I, 1967, states the CIA had past con­ 
tact "with only two figures named in the 
(Garrison) inquiry, Clay L. Shaw and 
Carlos Bringuier. In both cases, the con­ 
tact was limited to Domestic Contact 
Services activities." 


Garrison charged Shaw with conspir­ 
ing to murder President Kennedy, but 
Shaw was completely acquitted, thus dis­ 
crediting Garrison’s bizarre investiga­ 
tion. Shaw's friends claim his death 
resulted from the strain of defending 
himself. 


Footnote: Reached in New Orleans, 
Dr. Bringuier told us that as far as he 
remembered, his only contact with the 
CIA had to do with a relative who came 
to the United States from Germany But 
the doctor did not rule out the possibility 
that he had been contacted through some 
CIA front 


No such thing as no say by stockholders 


WASHINGTON - (N EA ) - There is 
only one way to stem the shady practices 
by managers of multi-million dollar 
companies 
That is shareholder action. 
Most owners of stock, major and 
minor, routinely send in the proxies 
solicited by management. In practice, 
this means that the 
chairman of the board, 
the president and a 
few other company of­ 
ficers make the major 
decisions with little or 
no direction 
The main body of 
stockholders know lit­ 
tle of what is going on. 
Elected directors, 
many of whom are 
operating officials of 
other m ajor com­ 
panies. usually have 
little time to determine what is going on 
It is a credit to the basic integrity of 
the men in upper management that so 
many firms are competently and honest­ 
ly run despite this lack of oversight 
Now it is obviously impossible for the 
ordinary stockholder to assemble a 
group sufficiently large to capture a 
majority in most companies, or even a 
working block of 25 to 30 per cent. 
But this reporter has studied cases in 
which determined stockholders owning a 
tiny per cent of the stock in a major firm 
have been able to achieve their objec­ 
tives by the pressure of publicity they 
generated at stockholder meetings with 
well-founded demands for information 
Unfortunately, in the cases I ’ve looked 
into. these amounted to one-shot opera­ 


tions. aimed at quick-fix solutions and 
not long-term remedies. 
What's wanted is for groups of small or 
medium shareholders in companies to 
band together and elect one or more 
directors independent of company 
management but not tied down with 24- 
hour-a-day responsibilities to another 
company 
With sufficient publicity, 
cogent arguments and the right can­ 
didates, this could be accomplished Not 
the first go-round perhaps, but the se­ 
cond. third or fourth 
The ideal independent director could 
most logically be found in that growing 
group of able men and women retired 
from high posts in industry, government 
and the academic world, retirees who 
have proved their physical and mental 
ability to handle major decisions. Not all 
retirees would qualify, of course But 
with the "65-and-out" rules prevalent in 
American business these* days, there are 
many new retiring from high positions in 
the prime of mental life 
Ranks and other institutions which 
manage trust and pension funds also 
have a role to play It would seem to me 
that they have a responsibility, not to 
manage the companies whose stocks 


they hold, but to see that hanky panky is 
kept to minimum. These managers could 
not, in many cases, act directly But they 
could investigate the situation in the 
companies they’re involved with .pod 
report to the owners of the stocks or the 
funds they're handling. 
E ve ryo n e in the business — 
stockholders, large and small, managers 
of trust and pension funds, and all others 
in a position to influence the selection of 
directors and the management of com­ 
panies — have the same responsibility 
that Congressional committees have in 
overseeing the activities of government 
agencies. 
We have all learned by now that most 
operations, whether government or 
private, require some kind of watchdog 
If we protest the excess of government 
regulations, as many of us do, then we 
must see to self regulation in those areas 
in which we have a say. 
The old complaint that one man's vote 
and voice doesn't count has long since 
been shot down The man or woman with 
one share or IOO usually can be heard at 
stockholder 
meetings, 
Unfortunately, 
questioning at these meetings has all too 
frequently been dominated by crackpots
